Michigan*, when 
ho wag encaged to marry a lady, who d«6, for- 
merly resided in this county, and whtere &« MK 
tended to reaide. He reached the railroad ita- 
tion near White Pigeon, and withia tear «r 
twelve miles qftho residence of Mr. Wood, 
where he expected to meut hi* betrotaad.— 
Here he procured a pereon to take bint to a 
tavern within two and a half mile* of the *«d 
of. hi* journey, where hia trunk* were aafely de- 
posited. Thi* w»4i the la«t that wn« heard of 
him, until tho facts which we are about to re- 
late, were brought to light. 


The non-arrival of Mr. E. im tho day hi* nup- 


tials were to be celebrated, cauied much diaap-' 
pointtnent and alarm on the part of tho friend* 
of his intended bride.

INSTRUCTIONS FOR FAMILIES WITH REFE- 


RENCE TO TUB CHOLEHA.—At a meeting of 
the Hahnoraann Academy of Medicine, belt] 
July 16. 1854, the Committee on Cholera re- 
ported the following instructions for the domes- 
tic management of tbi* diseuse : 


1. Avoid crowded assemblies and crowded 


sleeping apartment*, and us much as possible 
shun the pretence of filthy perrons, for the 
disease ii mostly developed iu crowded dwell 
lags, ships, prisons, camp*, dec. 


2. Obterve cluanlines* of person, and enjoin 


the same upon your household. 


3. Dwelling* (mpucially the sleeping apart- 


ments) should in all cases be thoroughly venti- 
lated. 


4. Pursue your ordinary coarse of diet, ob- 


serving some moderation as to vegetables and 
fruit*. Night meal* are to be avoided. 
Regu- 


larity in the hours of eating i* very desirable. 
Alcholic drink* are objectionable, the intempe- 
rate being particularly liable to this disease. 
Iced-water aud ice* should be used with ex- 
treme moderation. Article* of diet known to 
disagree with the regular action of the bowel* 
should bu must scrupulously avoided. 


5. At old mental or bodily excitement 


fatigue. Keep the person warmly clad. 


6. Cathartic* and laxative must be wholly 


avoided. No mean* should be taken to remove 
constipation, except such at are prescribed by 
n physician. The use of laudauuua, opium or 
cholera mixtures of any kind it hazardous. 


7. It i* better to take n» medicine *,*preven- 


tive of cholera, but the (lightest derangement 
of the bowel* should be met by appropriate 
treatment. 


8. Should there be oppression or tlcknett at 


the stomach, thivering* or dUzines*, with or 
without relaxed bowels, Ipecac of the second 
or third tritu ration or dilution, may be taken 
every two or three hours. 


9. If there be watery looseness of the bowel*, 


with or without nausea,, pain or cramp*, take 
oue drop of Yeratriim, first dilation, every half 
hour or hour. 


10. If the diarrhea should become profuse, 


(with or without pain or vomiting,} discharge* 
very frequent, being watery or resembling rice- 
\vnter, with or without cramp*, coldnet* and 
blueneit, with rapid linking, take ono or two, 
drop* of the Spirit* of Camphor every five or 
ton minute* until reaction take* plaee. ' 


From the moment the dlarroea become* 


urgent, the patient should jo io bed and be well 
wrapped with blanket*. Bottle* of hot water 
•honld be applied to the foot, and modieal aid 
at once be summoned. No external use of 
camphor i* advisable while other remedies are 
employed.
